settle into new year 


As students and staff settle into the 
rhythm of a new school year, area 
school administrators are reporting 
strong Openings and, in some districts, 
new challenges that come with new 
and ongoing construction projects, 

IN BOYNE CITY, this school year 
is the first in recent memory that will 
begin with no sign of the construc- 
on project that began in 2000 and 
resulted in a new high school and 
renovations at the middle and elemen- 
tary schools. 

“For the first time [in a while] it’s 
pretty much been routine mainte- 
nance and cleaning,” said Boyne City 
schools superintendent Jim Cooper. 
“The custodial and maintenance staff 
were really pleased to.get back to their 
routine, 

“They did a wonderful job. Our 
buildings look fantastic.” 

The school year began smoothly, as 
well, for staff and students, Cooper 
said. “It’s been a really good start,” 
he said. “Everybody came back en- 
thusiastic and everything's gone 
well.” 

Though it’s too early for official 
numbers, which will be taken state- 
wide on the Sept. 29 “count day,” 
Boyne City’s numbers, district-wide, 
are looking good. “We're up at the 
elementary, and with late enrollers at 
the high school, it looks like we’re 
going to be fine there.” Cooper said. 
“We're cautiously optimistic that 
we're going to at least meet the pro- 
jections, and hopefully exceed them 
a little bit.” 

Much of the growth at the elemen- 
tary school has come in the form of 
incoming kindergartners; this year, 
the school is offering five sections of 
kindergarten, including four full-day 
and one half-day program. “I certainly 
think it’s helped being able to give 
people an option,” Cooper said. 
“There are good numbers in all of the 
sections, including the half-day.”

Using cell 
phones while 
driving is 
hazardous 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The Charlevoix County Sheriff’s office wishes to in- 
form the driving public in Charlevoix County that al- 
though most Americans agree that the use of cellular tele- 
phones while driving can be hazardous to their health, 
more motorists than ever are making calls while behind 
the wheel. During 2003, there were 822 crashes in Michi- 
gan resulting from cell phone use with five of them be- 
ing fatal. 

Ninety one percent of all Americans believe that use 
of cellular telephones while driving distracts drivers and 
increases the likelihood of accidents. However, despite 
this belief, self-reported cellular telephone use while driv- 
ing continues to increase. Last year in the United States, 
nearly 110 million people used cellular phones, com- 
pared with approximately five million in 1990. 

There are two dangers associated with driving and cel- 
lular telephone use. First, drivers must take their eyes 
off the road while dialing. Second, people can become 
so absorbed in their conversations that their ability to 
concentrate on driving is impaired. the National Safety 
Council! found that among those engaged in a cell phone 
conversation, twice as many missed simulated traffic sig- 
nals when compared with drivers not talking on the 

phone. 

Preventative Measures: 

1. Pull over to the side of the road to make or take 
calls on your cellular telephone. 

2. Use a hands-free device when available. 

3. Do not engage in stressful or emotional conversa- 
tions that may divert your attention from the road. 

4. Do not take notes or look up phone numbers while 
driving. 

Also, it is important to always wear a safety belt. It is 
the best defense against injury if you are involved in a 
crash, ea

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Concerns over Boyne City river discharge persist

Boyne City has repeatedly stated that everything is go- 
ing along just fine with their plan to build a new waste- 
water treatment plant and discharge its effluent into the 
Boyne River. We point out that the City must still be 
planning to discharge the sewer wastewater into the Boyne 
River because the City Commission passed a resolution

to do just that on March 9, 2004. 

We have never heard that the resolution was ever re- 
scinded; therefore, we must consider that they remain re- 
solved to discharge the sewer wastewater into the Boyne 
River. 

In reality, the plan has been modified significantly. 
Some time ago the City applied to the DEQ for a permit 
to discharge sewer wastewater into the Boyne River. Due 
to the fact that the DEQ had recommended the river dis- 
charge in the first place, it would seem that the permit 
was well on its way toward approval. 

However, James Olson, the attorney representing the 
Friends of the Boyne River, through various letters and 
appeals, reminded the DEQ of the laws that govern such 
actions. The City had not provided an environmental 
impact statement nor had they conducted a thorough 
analysis of alternatives. 

The City at the last minute withdrew or placed on hold 
their river discharge permit application in an attempt to 
avoid having to evaluate other alternatives in connection 
with its proposed treatment plant improvements. The 
Friends of Boyne River have requested MDEQ and the 
Circuit Court in Lansing to require the City to plan for 
sound, comprehensive (not just expedient) treatment and 
discharge alternatives, including some state-of-the-art land 
application, that protect the long term water quality, fish, 
recreation and values of the Boyne River and Lake 
Charlevoix. 

Because the City was unable to ebidine a permit to relo- 
cate the sewer wastewater discharge out of Lake 
Charlevoix and into the Boyne River, the City must now 
apply for an extension of the existing Lake Charlevoix 
discharge permit. The existing permit expires on Oct. 1 
of this year. 

The City had planned to significantly reduce the disin- 
fection process in the new plant by using the Boyne River 
to allow 40 times more coliform bacteria to pass out of 
the new plant than was allowed to pass out of the old 
plant, The increase of coliform bacteria levels in the 
Boyne River would have increased the health risk to fish- 
ermen, kayakers, swimmers, tubers, waders and kids that 
play along the river bank in the Old City Park. Again, 


due to letters and filings by attorney Olson, the DEQ has 
ruled that the new plant must meet the same level of dis- 
infection that was required for the lake discharge and the 
old plant. Now the City must make a design change to the 
new plant to assure compliance to the more rigorous dis- 
infection requirements. 

In addition, the Friends of Boyne River have challenged 
the DEQ’s issuance of the construction permit for the new 
wastewater facility, since the permit does not assure pro- 
tection of the public health, and prevent unlawful pollu- 
tion, The challenge to the permit would assure that the 
DEQ considers the independent evaluation by experts 
before the City's permit for its proposed waste treatment 
facility improvements becomes final. In summary, FOBR 
has brought forth critical information and triggered posi- 
tive changes within the MDEQ and in the City’s design 
and decisions, and will continue to seek to do so for the 
good of the Boyne River and Lake Charlevoix watersheds 
and community. 

It is interesting to note that The State Of Michigan Water 
Quality Rules R 323.1100.100 (2) state, “All surface wa- 
ters of the state are designated for, and shal! be protected 
for, total body contact recreation from May 1 to October 
31 in accordance with the provisions of R 323.1062. To- 
tal body contact recreation immediately downstream of 
wastewater discharges .. . is contrary to prudent public 
health and safety practices, even though water quality stan- 
dards may be met.” With a rule like this in place, we find 
it incredible that the City and the DEQ would consider 
placing Boyne City downstream from a wastewater dis- 
charge whether it be a direct discharge to the river or an 
indirect discharge to an inadequate wetland that will over- 
flow into the river. 

It remains our hope that reasonable people will prevail 
and together we will eventually find a way to remove 
Boyne City’s wastewater effluent from all surface waters 
including Lake Charlevoix and thereby, protect the high 
quality water in the Boyne River and begin the restora- 
tion of water quality in the lake,

changes, with the ongoing construction project 
entering its second year, The work, part of a 
$7.9 million bond issue approved by voters in 
September of 2002, included major alterations 
at the elementary and high schools last year, 
including the addition of a 500-seat commu- 
nity auditorium. This summer, construction 
crews continued to log long hours, to com- 
plete an extensive laundry list of project items. 

Work completed through the summer 
months at East Jordan Elementary included: 
four new classrooms; two new technology 
labs, a new art room and a new music room, 
and an overhaul of the heating and air han- 
dling system. Work is ongoing on the installa- 
tion of the elevator at the elementary school, 
and a small amount of site work is to be com- 
pleted in the coming weeks. All in all, how- 
ever, said East Jordan schools superintendent 
Chip Hansen, “by and large the elementary 

school is complete and in good shape.” 

At East Jordan Middle School, work has 
progressed on four new classrooms and a new 
band room, though students are not yet utiliz- 
ing those spaces. The kitchen enlargement, 
Hansen said, is nearly complete, with lunch 
being served out of the facility. 

Perhaps the most significant body of work 
this summer was completed at East Jordan 
High School which, according to Hansen, was 
“almost completely gutted” in key areas, in- 
cluding the media center and school office. 

What once served as the media center is now 
two walk-in computer labs. The new media 
center is now receiving its finishing touches, 
located in the space that once housed the high 
school offices, which now occupy what used 
to be the “cafetorium” stage area. The Com- 
puter Aided Drawing (CAD) classroom, and 
woods and auto labs have been expanded, dou- 
bling their space, with work ongoing. The high 
school also received three additional class- 
rooms, to house photography, art, and graphic 
design/yearbook classes. 

The East Jordan Community Pool also re- 
ceived some attention, with the interior light- 
ing system completely replaced. 

Completing such a large body of work is 
always a challenge, Hansen notes, especially 
when counting down to the start of a new 
school year. “We were in a sprint for the fin- 
ish all summer long,” Hansen said, “but I can’t 
say enough about the work of our school fam- 
ily, to bite the bullet and deal with the disrup-

tion in such a positive way.” 

The construction, he said, had minimal im- 
pact on the start of the school year for students, 
and staff put in the extra effort to make it work. 
“We had an excellent first week of school,” he 
concluded. “I’m really pleased with the effort 
of all school family members who continue to 
work around ongoing construction at all three 
schools.” 

Early numbers in East Jordan are less _posi- 
tive, however, indicating that the district may 
be down a bit in numbers from what had been 
projected in last spring’s budget process. “I’m: 
thinking we’re going to be down from what 
we projected probably about 15 students,” 
Hansen said. “Depending on what happens 
with state funding, we’re hoping it will be a 
manageable number for us.” 

AS OTHER districts have completed or are 
in the last leg of construction projects, Boyne 
Falls Public School finds itself at the cusp of a 
major addition and renovation project, with site 
work having begun just prior to the start of the 
new school year, Though it’s early in the 
project, according to Boyne Falls school su- 
perintendent Gary Urman, so far so good. 

“So far there’s been minimal disruption be- 
cause of the scope of the project,” Urman said, 
noting that thus far, work has consisted of foot- 
ings and foundation work on the exterior of 
the existing school building. 

With the bid award expected this week for 
Phase II of the project, the more intense por- 
tion of the project will begin soon. “Then we'll 
start the big mobilization into heavier construc- 
tion work,” he said, “but we don’t anticipate 
that being a big disruption.” 

With a construction project that includes ad- 
ditional classrooms and/or lab areas added on 
to each of the elementary, middle school and 
high school wings, much of the work will ac- 
tually take place outside of the current school 
building. “There will be noise and those kinds 
of things for kids in those classrooms {closest 
to the work],” Urman said, but other things, 
such as entrance and exit routes to busses or 
the playground, as well as fire exiting adjust- 
ments, are already in place so as to minimize 
impact. 

As far as numbers go, Boyne Falls is, pre- 
liminarily, optimistic. “I believe we’re going 
to be right around 340 [students],”” Urman said, 
adding that the number will be subject to fluc- 
tuation up until that first count day later this 
month. “The budget numbers were projected 
on 333 [students], so we're up a little bit.”
